Steve McQueen. Ah, how the 
name conjures up images of the 
blond, trim movie star decked in 
Levis and sunglasses standing on 
the pegs of a Triumph, negotiating 
great leaps. Or perhaps he's in a 
nifty turtle neck sweater shoving 
the shifter of a superfast Mustang 
back and forth as he streaks 
through the streets of San 
Francisco. The all American stud. 

The Steve McQueen that P.R. men 
have created is a myth, of course, and 
there’s nothing wrong with a man 
fantasizing as a form of relaxation. The 
real Steve McQueen, however, is much 
more fascinating, particularly when 
compared to the myth. 

I entered the North Hollywood 
offices of his company, Solar 
Productions, one afternoon where he 
was viewing rushes of a film he was 
doing on the Le Mans race. He and Jack 
Klawitter were trying to reach an 
agreement about the presentation, The 
hassle was painfully typical; Steve is 
exercising his creative control while 
Jack complains that CBS is hollering for 
the complete project. Oddly, there is no 
anger, only respect. 

Soon, we strolled down the hall to 
his lavish office to begin the interview. 
“Let’s get out of this madhouse,” he 
muttered. “We’ll find a brick wall 
somewhere and talk,” We headed for 
the parking lot. My neck craned for 
what.. a Ferarri? or merely a Porsche 
Speedster?... nope, a new Chevy pick-up 
complete with tie-downs and a loading 
ramp. He poked it into drive and we 
sped to a dead-end, overlooking the 
L.A. River. He plopped down on the 
curb and began talking without the 
urging of a question. 

"Man, you've got to have a place to 
ride. Soon the government will have to 
designate public land for bikes. I have a 
10-year-old son who races a Yamaha 
mini-enduro — if he keeps up his grades 
— and he bought it with his own money. 
The whole motorcycle thing helps the 
father-son relationship...it’s the best 
thing to come around ina long time. So 
the government’s got to take the 
responsibility. In Palm Springs, I talked 
to some officialà there, and they're 
beginning to see the problem. 

“Honda gave 50 or 60 motorcycles 
for juvenile delinquents — the dopers 
and stealers — to use under supervision. 
Now they’re involved with bikes. Take a 
15-year-old boy and if he wants to be 


competitive, let him compete on a bike. 
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If motorcycle manufacturers and the 
government would both donate 
something, juvenile delinquency would 
drop 75 percent. It’s always been my 
first love. We gotta bring around the 
youngsters.” 

I fired my loaded question: ‘Which 
would you rather have, a Ferarri or a 
Husqvarna?" 

Steve blinked a couple of times and 
smiled, “Let me put it this way. I love 
dirt riding and I love my trusty Husky. 
I’ve got three, a 400 Cross, a 400 
8-speed, and a 250 Cross. I can’t think 
of a better way to spend money.” 

“Then bikes are your number one 
form of relaxation?” 

“Yes. Most definitely. Well, Number 
two, really..." there is a good deal of 
laughter. 

The subject of Bruce Brown's new 
film, '*'On Any Sunday", was 
introduced. McQueen is supplying a 
large part of the financial backing for 
the film so I asked him how he got 
interested in it. 

"I don't remember how it came 
about. When I met him while he was 
making “The Endless Summer" we had 
only one thing in common — bikes. 
Brown is an incredible filmmaker. No 
one can give an articulate explanation of 
an iron shoe or a hare ‘n’ hound the way 
he can. And Malcom Smith and Mert 
Lawwill will be getting the credit they 
deserve.” 

We talked about McQueen’s 
motorcycling career from the very 
beginning. 

“I was working as a beach boy in 
Miami. My first bike was an Indian 
Chief — ‘40 or ‘41 — this was in 1951 or 
'52 — I was just plugging around. I left a 
big grease spot in front of my apartment 
and-some old lady slipped in it and fell. 
I had to sell it. 

“Then I bought a 1942 45-inch 
Harley. 

“Later, in New York, I had a 650 
BSA Golden Flash or something like 
that. Me and these two other guys — 
one with a Manx Norton and the other 
with a BMW — took a trip to Florida 
and got on a boat and went to Cuba. 
This was just before Castro took over. 
We rode from one tip to the other, 850 
kilometres. 

"I got a Harley Knucklehead about 
the time I started acting, then a 
Triumph 650. I first raced a series and I 
couldn't believe it! I ran into a guy 
named Bud Ekins and bought an old 
Triumph from him to race in the desert. 
It had the wires hanging out it and 
every thing. I fell off of it right away. 

"Ekins really paved the way for me. 
He paved the way for a lot of people. 
He introduced me to some people and 
started a lot of good relationships for 
me. 

“I ran my first enduro, my first hare 
n’ hound. I couldn’t believe it! I walked 
back a lot, though. I made a lot of 
friends with some cactus, rocks, and 
turtles, too. 

"I remember the first two-stroke. It 
sounded like someone was hitting a can 
with a ball-peen hammer. The front 
HCM: was bent up underneath the fork 


wells. But it sure did get through the 
terrain better than some 40-inchers. 
Some called ‘em a foreign species but 
soon everybody had one. Even today 
when I go to Bud Ekins’ shop and order 
a two-stroke part I get funny looks.” 

I asked Steve how being an actor 
affects his racing career, both driving 
and riding. I also asked about the 
reputation he has for demanding to 
perform his own stunts. 

“Being an actor has always been a 
weight on my back. It made me the 
person to beat. It was bad. And the 
studios gave me a bad time. They pulled 
my car racing insurance so I went into 
motorcycles. 

“I used to do all my own stunts a 
long time ago when I felt I had 
something to prove. Now I enjoy 
sleeping in, if possible; knowing 
somebody else is knocking himself out."

I wonder what possessed him to want 
to ride one of those “crazy, noisy 
motorcycles..." 


"The thing that impressed me the, 


most about motorcycles was the great 
sense of freedom. You're with the 
elements. Out in the desert I learned to 
read the terrain. There's no audience 
you have to please. You can run the 
greatest race in the world and no one 
knows...all my victories are personal 
victories. And I've made a lot of friends 
with turtles.” 

Are these days gone? 

“No, I just got into motocross.” At 
this point he chose to smile rather than 
elaborate. I asked him if he intended to 
make a film about motorcycling that 
would, well, “tell it like it is.” 

"I'm completing the script right now. 
It's the story of two guys. Not Fauss 
and Halsey, not “Easy Rider”, not “The 
Wild One". And they're not fags. I can't 
tell you any more or TV will steal the 
idea and ruin it." 

Who do you think is the most 
important person in the microcosm of 
motorcycling? 

“Everyone who’s got a dirt bike in 
the back of his pick-up and is looking 
for a place to ride.” 

All the time the interview took place, 
just -a few yards away repairmen were 
replacing a barrier a drunk driver had 
removed while parking his car in the 
river. Occasionally the workers would 
stare at us, nudge each other and point.

UEEN RAPS 


On two occasions an associate of 
McQueen’s would appear to have a few 
brief words. 

During the two hours we were 
perched on the curb, I would put down 
the note book and become engaged in a 
down-home rap, bench-racing and the 
like. McQueen, naturally, is no different 
than most Sunday racers and is happy 
to be able to go to Indian Dunes and be 
a regular dude. 

He mentioned how his insurance 
wouldn't let him race Elsinore this year 
(*I gave my entry to another guy and he 
got the hell photographed out of him.”’) 
and how the studios thwart his riding 
habits. He can't ride while he's making a 
film, and if they had their way, he 
probably wouldn't ride at all. 

He described his current adventures 
in motocross as “a whole new love 


affair. I'm getting where I can handle 





my Husky just so..." 
Once I brought up the name of Terry 


Clark. “Oh my God!” he exlaimed. 
“Unbelievable! They ought to take all 
the Terry Clarks and Mark Blackwells 
and make them ride handcuffed!” 

As we got back in the Chevy, he 
mentioned that he had some work done 
to the engine. On a wide, empty street, 
he proceeded to demonstrate the 
awesome accelleration of the V-8. The 
truck pitched heavily as he braked hard, 
and the whole experience felt neat. ‘It 
doesn’t exactly handle like a BMW,” he 
said while his ears were connected with 
a grin. 

He dropped me off in front of his 
offices and sped to an appointment a bit 
late. McQueen had talked for an hour 
more than he had scheduled but didn’t 
seem to mind. Perhaps it was because 
we talked bike-talk or maybe because he 
was way. from telephones. At any rate, 
it was enjoyable for both of us. 

There was on particular comment 
that sums up. his attitude: "The only 
good victories are private. If a guy wins 
a motocross he'l get a kiss and a 
trophy. But the things he remembers 
most is the guy he beat, or the corner he 
took the fastest.” 

At 40 years of age, Steve McQueen is 
taking corners pretty fast, and he's 
getting faster. He's also doing a helluva 
lot for the "image", if we can't get 
through to the legislators, there's always 
the legislators' wives...

WHO PROFITS? 

Today I picked up a trophy from the 
Bushmasters European Scrambles held 
on Dec. 13, 1970. It measured exactly 
three by ten inches; if it cost over $2 
they were robbed. This evening I sat 
down and from the results page figured 
approximately what they hauled in that 
day. 

Including all classes there were 749 
riders, @ $3.25 per rider it comes to

THE HOUNDS OF SPRING ARE ON WINTER’S TRACES 
Chet Winter is a with-it dude hired to handle legislation matters for AMA 


members.

In a recent visit to Cycle News’ offices, Chet impressed us with his 
understanding of motorcycling’s needs in its relationship to the 


Basically a street rider, starting with a 74 in ‘53, Chet’s youth in upstate New 
York and Illinois can still be heard in his “Chicago” accent. He’s a spiffy dresser in 
3-ріесе suits and bears a slight resemblance to Tyrone Power. Chet gives the strong 
impresseion that he's not easily fooled — altogether ideal qualifications for 


motorcycling's national lobbyist. 


Comparing my own legislative findings with Winter's, I discovered he is way ahead 
of me. I confessed my current puzzlement over the question “‘which way to go?” 
Recent experiences with the authorities have convinced me that they are trying to 
meet us to death. Runarounds and closed doors are all we get. 


Chet admitted that he too had found 
this. But he had also found the 
remedies: massive letter-writing 
campaigns and, as a last resort, 
"protest" demonstrations." Wow, dirty 
words! He said it, not me. I have 
consistently rejected all suggestions of 
demonstrating, stopping traffic, the bad 
vibes that go with situations so extreme 
that only organized marches can express 
them. Motorcycle enthusiasts have 
power in their numbers, and power 
means responsibility, whether it 
political power or engine power.

However, I've reached the point where nearly all avenues of reason have been 
followed to their end and still, every day, respectable citizens and their children are 
breaking the law merely by riding their bikes, not hurting a damned thing. While 
procrastinating politicians hold meetings to try and prove that motorcycle riding is 


just a fad. 


Impressed as I am that Chet Winter speaks from successful experience (he was in 
on the. Illinois helmet law repeal, for instance), still I am not ready to unleash the 


“ultimate weapon” 


of organized defiance. We've had great success preventing 


unreasonable legislation through letter-writing campaigns. Perhaps this 5 can also 
pry the legislation we WANT out of their pigeonholes. 

Motorcycling, both on the road and off is here to stay. It has es a highly 
ignored part of American history for over three generations. It is not a fad. We have 
been using certain public lands and trails long enough over an uninterrupted time to 
claim them against all counterclaims, if we desired. The authorities know this. It 
helps explain why they are so reluctant to allow us to officially exist. The time if 
1870 and we are the Indians. The only difference is, we can read and write... and 


vote. 


Whether we get shoved onto reservations or choose where we want to ride 
depends on convincing the politicans and political appointees that we won’t be 
buried or bullied so easily. The attempt to make motorcycles illegal has already 
backfired as sales continue to soar. Trying to make a thing illegal without actually 
doing so seems to make it only more attractive. 

Chet Winter holds the reins of political horsepower for the motorcycle movement, 
and he's not afraid to use it in our best interests. The hounds of springs are on 


Winter’s traces.

new car as one trophy," Evel adds. On Sunday the Seniors race for the $10,000 cash. 

"The course, which Clark just loves, will go right over the takeoff ramp for my 
Snake River Canyon Jump,” Evel explains. “From the top of it, you can see the 
bottom of the Canyon — an unbelievable sight." 

Olympia Brewing Co., one of the sponsors for Knievel, will also be promoting the 
event and offering contingency, making this, financially, the biggest motocross race 
ever staged. And, with the AMA entered, this will not be one of those “half-way 
great” races, Knievel says, ‘‘We’re going all the way.”

Guest Editorial 


Numbers are doing usin

Here in Orange County, and no 
doubt in the heavily populated 
adjoining counties as well, a great cry 
and clamor can be heard from the 
off-the-road-rider. He feels he's been 
dealt an injustice, a below-the-belt 
punch, so to speak. 

Most of these people haven’t taken 
the time to find out why they’ve been 
shut down. They’d rather fuss and gripe 
about the policy makers, not bothering 
to check out the statistics. 

True, very little is being done in their 
behalf. The few that are trying to open 
up riding areas, legally, run into all sorts 
of road blocks. Everything from 
completely disinterested policy makers 
to irate neighbors cause much 
frustration, even among land owners 
who are willing to open their gates. 

Let’s take a hard, statistical look at 
Orange County and see if we can come 
with at least some of the answers to this 
very vexing problem. 

For the past two decades Orange 
County has been dramatically changing 
from an agricultural community to one 
of the fastest growing metropolitan 
areas in the nation. 

In 1950 the population stood at 
203,906. By 1960, it had increased 
246% to 703,925 residents. Today, 
according to the 1970 census, Orange is 
the second most populated county in 
the state with 1,420,386 citizens, and 
growing, $ 

Six cities in California have 
experienced~population increases over 
500% since the year 1960. The top five 
were in Orange County. Huntington 
Beach increased 905.5%, Tustin 938.5%, 
La Palma 1,399.8%, Fountain Valley 
1,428.9%, and Cypress 1,652.1%. The 
total population increase for these five 
Orange County cities was almost 
180,000. 

In 1970 alone, there were 45,000 
new residents, 30,000 new homes built, 
12,500 new jobs, and 64,000 new 
vehicles. This magnitude of growth in 
Orange County is rapidly using up the 








open land. 

Add to this the less-desirable effects! 
7 smog alert days, 152 days when the 
smog level exceeded state health 
standards, and a 9.676 increase in crime 
(including stolen motorcycles) in the 
unincorporated area alone, plus an 
eleven square mile loss of open space to 
urban development, and you'll start to 
get some idea of what's happening. 

The responsibility for planning in 
this kind of situation is an enormous 
one. The typical zoning map approach 
used by many cities and counties could 
never keep up with the pace. A new 
approach to planning is needed and 
possibly the establishment of a long 
range general planning program would 
help. A planning program cannot stand, 
however, solely on the merit of its 
philosophy. One of its primary sources 
of support will have to be timely, 
geographically useful information. It 
should be established to provide this 
information (and this includes use of 
certain lands to off-the-road vehicles, 
and the recognition of such as being a 
wholesome sport practiced by a large 
segment of the citizenry) to the 
county’s elected officials. 

Orange County currently has one 
riding park (Saddleback). It also has a 
national forest open to riding five to six 
months a year, closing during fire 
season. As the population increases, so 
do the ranks of the already thousands of 
motorcycle and mini-bike riders. 

What’s necessary, of course, is to get 
accurate statistical information on these 
needs to those responsible to the general 
planning program who have the 
capability of carefully analyzing and 
interpreting the information. 

Statistically, Orange County’s growth 
pattern over the last ten years can be 
interpreted to have an impact on 
current trends, and may have an 


enormous effect on Orange County’s 
future. 

If someone asks, “What happened to 
all the open land I used to ride on,” you 
can answer statistically, “Man, you're 
living on it!"

First 
went to Jorgen Enequist, a very fast, 
up-coming Swede; second to Wolfgang 
Muller, No. 2 in Germany behind Adolf 
Weil; third to the Finn, Lemuskoski. 
Considering the string of Europeans and 
Scandanavians that came in behind 
Bryan, we were quite satisfied with a 
4th. 

During a great part of the second 
moto, we actually carried the flag out in 
front, lap after lap, until Bryan became 
so tired he couldn’t keep the twist-grip 
from slipping shut. 

He fell all the way back to sixth 
before the heat ended. He would have 
fallen farther back had all the other 
riders not suffered from heat and 
exhaustion.

Americans in England 


SPECIAL TO CYCLE NEWS 


Britain bested America by 183 points 
to 137 in the first Anglo-American 
match races at the weekend. But the 
determination and style. of the 
American team earned the admiration 
of the 60,000 spectators who watched 
the races at the three circuits — Brands 
Hatch, Mallory Park, and Oulton Park. 

The idea of BSA-Triumph’s 
American president, Mr. Peter Tornton, 
the match races set six Americans — 
Gary Nixon, Dick Mann, Jim Race, 
Dave Aldana, Don Castro, and Don 
Emde — against five Britons — Daytona 
hero, Paul Smart, and other road race 
experts, Ray Pickrell, Percy Tait, John 
Cooper and Tony Jefferies. All riders 
rode the spectacular three-cylinder BSA 
and Triumph Daytona-type racers. 

Smart and Pickrell led the British 
attack by winning all six races. In 
addition, Pickrell, and Cooper rode so 
fast that they equaled the lap records at 
Brands and Mallory, respectively. 

But the Americans battled 
magnificently under severe conditions. 
First Gary Nixon was eliminated from 
the series when he crashed at Brands 
during practice and crushed a bone in 
his left hand. Earlier, he had set 
impressive practice laps. 

In addition, the British team was 
armed with brand new machines, but 
four of the five Americans rode. 1970 










Daytona bikes, which were definitely 
not as quick around the twisting English 
circuits. 

Of the Americans, only Mann rode 
the latest type bike, and he used it to 
garner the third highest score of the 
series with doggedly consistent 
performances. 

British race fans were also impressed 
by Don Castro, the 21-year old AMA 
number five who had previously ridden 
in less than ten road races. 

Castro quickly adapted to the tough 
conditions of British short circuit racing 
to score a third place in his first 
meeting. He failed to finish two races, 
once when his bike threw a rod, and 
once when the throttle jammed open 
and he fell. 


But he finished only one point 
behind Don Emde, who suffered 
gearbox problems with his BSA 


throughout the races,

GARDENA, CALIF., April 16, 1971 — The racing gets closer and closer 
and faster and faster as the new Ascot AMA half-mile season builds up 
steam. Can nobody stop Jody Nicholas? 

The track was the fastest last Friday night that it has been in nearly 
three years. Experts were on top of long-standing marks all evening and 
three of the Junior records were blasted off the books. 

Seven Experts battled for fast time honors in time trials but it was 
number one Gene Romero, who decided to try twice, getting the top 
one-lap time at 22.76 seconds, the fastest this season. 


Romero, John Hateley, Jody 
Nicholas and Dave Smith were the 
four top timers of the night but it 
was the Grand National Champion 
who came back in the Trophy 
Dash to take the win over 
Nicholas, who hasn't won a dash 
yet this season. Hateley was third. 
It was the fourth straight time this 
year that the Ascot Dash has 
produced a different winner. 

Romero warmed up the heat race 
action with a win over Smith and Loyd 
Houchins. Point leader Keith Mashburn 
could pull no better than fourth and 
Chuck Palmgren again failed to transfer 

Hateley, Dave Aldana and Don Emde 
supplied the action in the second Expert 
heat with John holding the two England 
returnees for the win. Jody Nicholas 
and Tom Rockwood raced down to the 
wire in the final heat with Jody the 
winner. 

The Junior class belongs to Gary 
Scott. The new yellow plate sensation 
broke THREE track records in only his 
third outing under the lights on a big 
machine. 

In the heat race, with only the clock 
to race, Scott broke both the one-lap 
competition mark and the five-lap heat 
race record. His one lap competition 
speed is faster than any other Juniors 
(Amateurs) have ever gone and it now 
stands at an amazing 22:56! 

In the final race Scott was actually 
led by Loyal Penn for the first five laps 
as Soctt pressed hard, trying to get by. 
The two Triumph riders pushed the 
record and once Scott got by, it was all 
over — and again a new track record. 
The old one had stood up since 1968. 

The competition for winners is 
picking up as Scott Brelsford jumped 
from his winning Ossa after the first two 
weeks to a Yamaha last Friday night. He 
won his heat race but had his tail raced 
off before again coming up defeating 
the hungry K&N team of Steve Nichols 
and Scott Autrey. 

Nichols led the first lap but gave 
way. He appeared to have the 
horsepower edge but made too many 
mistakes to come back and again take 
the lead. It was the third straight victory 
for Brelsford but this one paid less 
money. Ossa was paying $50.00 per win 
at Ascot while Yamaha is only posting 
money in the Expert class. 

FANTASTIC EXPERT MAIN 

Mark the Ascot Expert main event 
down in history books of racing, for few 
will ever top it. Nicholas, looking for his 
third straight win, was out in front at 
the end of the first lap, with Hateley, 
Romero, Aldana and Rockwood all 
barrelling close behind. 

Rockwood shot by Aldana on lap 


seven for 4th place but then saw a rod 
go through the side of his Triumph, 
canceling his chances with the third 
straight week of mechanical problems 
for last year's point champion. 

Then young Hateley, who just missed 
the main event win a week ago by a few 
feet, found himself dropped to 3rd by 
Romero on the ninth lap. Gene and 
John both picked up the pace and 
closed the gap on Jody. 

The next four laps was a three rider 
end-for-end locomotive with Hateley in 
3rd and not liking it. At less than two 
laps to go Hateley turned up the wick 
and tried to pass Romero who tried to 
keep the rookie back by running him up 
to the wall on both straightaways. It 
didn’t work. 

Hateley shot into 2nd on the front 
straightaway as the racers thundered 
down the lane on the final lap. Hateley 
made it and then for the second straight 
week, did his last lap, full-throttle thing 
all the way around. 

The lead actually changed twice 
coming out of the last turn before the 
checkered flag. Hateley had it once but 
Jody took it back and won at the line — 
by no more than three inches! That's 
three in a row for Nicholas and the 
Norton. 

Keith Mashburn failed to qualify for 
the final and thus yielded the point lead 
to Nicholas. Jody is now the third 
Expert to lead the point race this year. 
BAD ACCIDENT IN NOVICE HEAT 

Two errors by Novice Tom Banks 
sent himself. and another rider to the 
Gardena hospital. In one of the 
lightweight heat races Banks lost control 
and crashed. Dazed, he jumped up and 
ran in front of Bob Burg, causing Burg 
to collide with Baks and his machine. 
The latest report is that both riders are 
seriously injured. 

Half-mile racing continues every 
Friday night under the lights at Ascot in 
Gardena. The new family discount price 
is just one of the many innovations this 
year. Ascot flat track racing can’t get 
any closer without having to use 
cameras to decide the winners.

with unusual offerings. In the Norton 
display, they had the new production 
road racer — a really neat piece of work.

Most of the 
displays are graced by pretty girls in 
short skirts, but unlike the big car 
shows, these aren't professional models 
and hostesses; they’re secretaries and

weighing out your life in coffee spoons, 
Bob Nicholsen comes along, sights down 
the 15-inch diameter log that others 
have been jumping, bumps his bike over 
the end and rides the length of it. Who 
let him in? You go back inside. Я 
Do you like history? There's history 
here in the  meticulously restored 
Velocettes and Indian Chiefs and Ariel 





Squares. History of another era when 
brooding black hulks of motorcycles 
challenged the night with 
100-mile-an-hour speeds and 
25-mile-an-hour headlights. “Speed 
wobble” was the word of the day and 
every rider worth the gravel imbedded 
in his hide had experienced the 
terrifying awful certainty of the speed 
wobble. Another kind of history: 
Moto-Guzzi’s 500cc V-8 motorcycle, 
the fastest in the world. 

The Sports Arena is a big, circular 
building with two levels, but the upper 
level is just a ring around the perimeter 
of the building. That’s where the 
motorcycles are. On the bottom level,- 
on the big disc, there are the cars. That’s 
where the main action is. All the 
customizing that’s been done on the 
bikes is repeated one hundredfold on 
the cars, but there isn't much history to 
speak of down there, there's nothing 
like the trials course and there aren't 
any commercial exhibits like GM and 
Ford. Just feast your eyes on candy 
apple and chrome and pin stripe.

TRIALS SCENE NORTH 
By Lyn Lyon 

The San Jose, Sacramento and 
Redwood City chapters of the Pacific 
International Trials Society have voted 
to require both mufflers and spark 
arresters at all of their events beginning 
with the Loon Lake Trial on the 4th of 
July weekend. 3 

The primary reason behind this move 
is simply politics. Noise does annoy and 
the public does fear motorcycle-ignited 
fires. 

Although northern California riders 
have not yet suffered the massive land 
closures faced in the south and in fact 
have relatively good relations with most 
agencies controlling land use, the danger 
of closure exists due to increasing 
population densities and the increasing 
militancy of some conservation groups. 
The membership of PITS feels that 
these closures can be avoided and new 
areas opened only through the collective 
and responsible actions of organized 
motorcyclists. 

Beginning Jan. 1, 1972, the 
Sacramento and San Jose chapters will 
also require trials tires for all 
competitors in the Expert, Amateur and 
A Novice classes. This rule will be in 
effect only in events sponsored by these 
two chapters and is being imposed for 
both ecological reasons and to bring the 
rules of the sport in line with those in 
England. To quote from Sammy Miller 
“International trials tire treads should 
be made compulsory in America as soon 
as possible to come in line with Europe. 
This will help riders coming to the 
Scottish Six Day Trial or any European 
event and they will have less of a 
handicap.”

final main event was completed. 

Larry Shaw, who has made his mark 
in speedway racing circles, gunned his 
Fullerton Harley-Davidson sponsored 
speedster to a third consecutive victory 
in the 250 F.T. main. Shaw, getting off 
to a slow start and trailing fourth going 
into the first corner, found the racing 
groove high on the track made 
extremely slippery by the increased 
sprinkle while his opposition battled the 
elements and track condition, but all in 
vain. Mastering his H-D around the rim 
of the oval, and showing skill of a 
seasoned veteran, the Fullerton ace 
picked off his rivals one-by-one to take 
the checkered ahead of John 
Vandergeest (C-Z) and Warren Tackett, 
Bultaco mounted.

Off-road clubs beware

Valley Observed Trials Enthusiasts 
announced the relocation of the A.T.A. 
Points Trials which were to be held 
April 18 at Frazier Mountain Park in 


National Forest. It was 
eleventh hour to 


Los Padres 
moved on the 
Saddleback Park. 

Due to new requirements established 
by the Forest rangers, it is now virtually 
impossible for any club such as 
V.O.T.E. to hold a competitive event in 
the Los Padres National Forest. 

The Forestry Service was contacted 
by V.O.T.E. members on February 23rd 
for permission to use the forest for an 
observed trials. The project was outlined 
to them at a mecting. 

On March 12, V.O.T.E. received a 
letter from an official of the Forestry 
Service advising the club of the areas 
available and restricting them to those 
areas. No unsual restrictions were cited 
or discussed in either the meeting or the 
letter. 

On March 22nd members of the 
competition committee visited the area 
with the Resources Forester to start 
spotting sections. At this point the 
Resources Forester showed how 
resourceful the Forestry Service can be. 

Instead of the nine conditions 
involving spark  arresters, sanitation 
facilities, campfires, water polution etc., 
which were all that were required as late 
as last November, the club members 
were presented with thirty-three 
conditions, among which was a $300 





performance bond to insure that all 
conditions were met. 

The toughest condition, however, 
was a $200,000 accidental death public 
liability policy. The price tag was 
$1,000 for one day. Remember, this is 
for a Trials. 

Bear in mind these restrictions apply 
to any group of ten or more who wish a 
permit to use the National Forests for 
the operation of motor vehicles. 

State officials are powerless in this 
matter. Your Congressman is probably 
unaware of it. The Parks and Recreation 
people are indifferent to it. Organized 
off-road vehicle recreation is excluded 
from the forest by these conditions. 

It is interesting to note that the 
Forestry Service is currently holding 
meetings purportedly to solve problems 
of vehicular use of the forests and at the 
same time they have their legal staff 
busy eliminating the problem. Insidious 


as their tactics may be, they are 
effective. 
In my opinion, this action 


constitutes a case of discrimination. It is 
directed at a minority element of 
society as squarely as poll taxes or 
literacy tests for voters. 

If we learned nothing else, we can be 
sure that when “Smoky the Bear” 
hibernates, he doesn’t waste his time 
sleeping. 

Protest this matter to your 
Congressman in Washington. This is a 
federal requirement initiated by the 
Department of Agriculture.

A CZ came off the 
line a little too strong, wheelied down 
the start, hit a bump and was lofted 
about.30 feet straight up. Bob Graham 
spied the airborne machine just in time 
to swerve aside before the machine 
came down on him. 

During the excitement, the riders 
were trying to avoid the crashing 
machinery which resulted in two more 
riders going down. When the dust 
cleared, Mike Calbreath found a Greeves 
attached to the rear of his Maico and 
Mike Murski found himself on the dirt 
looking for his lost bike. Both were able 
to continue but very far behind. 

The only person who didn't see the 
spectacular was Robi Holbert, setting a 
blistering pace in the lead. He never 
knew about it until someone told him. 
Graham, after avoiding the disaster, 
went on to take second. У

This past week I've just about decided I've had it with bureaucracy, both on local 
and state-wide levels. There are days when you feel like turning into an anarchist 
(even if deep down you know you never will) but sometimes elected officials just 
want to make you flip your wig, not to mention the paid civil servants who wouldn't 
have their jobs if weren’t for us taxpayers. 

To wit: Long Beach now has the law that you may not ride on any private 
property without written permission etc. etc. When this first came up in this city, all 
(or most) of the dealers rallied around as did Cycle News, MORE and interested 
individuals to see what could be done. Friends, you have never seen anything until 
you sit in on a City Council Meeting where the boys have already decided what 
they're going to do before they put their backsides in their comfortable chairs. Half 
the time our side was barely given a chance to speak up. 

My publisher even offered to provide bikes, decibal meters, a water truck, 
insurance and riders, the whole bit so the Council could observe, hear and maybe 
participate in a test of how little noise a properly silenced machine makes.

Wonder if they’ve stopped to think how many votes 
who signed the petitions will stop to think on this come time next election? Hmmm!

Mary without telling the population about it ‘til after they've done it, but won't give 
our little kids a place to ride their bikes. 

As to the next bit of bureaucracy, last week I mentioned the fun and games I'd 
been having with the motor vehicle department over registering a foreign machine.

Trials boys prevailed and held their 
event.

Greg Smith and Sam Wheeler of 
Wheel-Smith Engineering in Santa Ana, 
Calif. are two very clever entrepreneurs 
who have recently produced a floating 
brake for a Maico that works. The 
reason for the floating brake was to 
improve the handling and stopping 
characteristics of the Maico. Since 
racing basically consists of accelerating, 
cornering, and stopping, it makes just as 
good sense to have the best stopper as it 
does to spend the tons of money to gain 
the last available horsepower from your 
engine. All that power is completely 
worthless if your machine won’t stop. 

Without a floating brake, stopping on 
washboard surfaces can be scary. A 
typical Maico brake is a good unit but 
braking on bump-de-bump | surfaces 
results in a torque being transmitted to 
the swing arm which uses up the 
available suspension. On a washboard 
surface this causes the rear wheel to skip 
from bump to bump, with jerky, 
skiddish braking at best. But with a 
floating brake, the brake torque arm is 
attached to the frame rather than the 
swing arm which allows the torque to be 
transferred to the frame, thus enabling 
the suspension to keep doing its job. 
This provides much more effective 
braking. The amount of pressure you 
apply to the brake pedal is exactly how 
much braking you get. Smooth and firm 
every time.. The jerky sensation is 
completely eliminated. Stopping is 
noticeably faster. It has no advantage on 
smooth ground. But it is по 
disadvantage either. 

I couldn’t believe the difference the 
first time I tried my new setup out at 
Saddleback Park. The Maico brake’s

shortcomings were eliminated. The long 
bumpy downhil on the Saddleback 
motocross course causes serious 
problems if your speed is in excess of 
what is should be. 

Wheelsmith installs a floating brake 
that stands up to the punishment of 
racing. They first bore the brake 
support to accept the proper size 
bearing. The bearing is press fit. Spacers 
are made for the backing plate to allow 
it to rotate when the axle nut is 
tightened. The bearing is a great idea 
because it eliminates any maintenance. 

The torque arm is made from a 
sturdy light aluminum bar. A very 
efficient chain guide is heliarced to the 
torque arm so that all the frustrations of 
a chain flying off are eliminated.

3. Reinstall on your bike with the thin spacer between the hub and backing plate and the thick 


spacer between the backing plate and swing arm. Grease will hold these parts in place while you 
slide the axle through. Check for interference between the backing plate and hub when the wheel 
is spun and while the brake is graudally applied. If there is any interference, it is necessary to

chamfer, with a file or a grinder, the points indicated with the pencils. 





) Remove the brake pedal pivot bolt and replace it with the bolt provided in the kit. Fasten the 


front of the torque arm to the brake pedal pivot bolt and nut provided. Then check to see that 
the chain guide is centered and parallel with the sprocket. If not, remove the torque arm and put 
the front of the torque arm in a vise and twist at the rear until correct alignment is achieved. Do 
not twist while on the bike because the nylong bushing may be damaged. The reason for this

5.) After fastening the rear of the torque arm to the backing plate with the specially machined 


shoulder nut provided, position the brake arm so that when the brake is accuated the end of the 
arm lies in the center of the axle. This insures minimal pedal movement during suspension travel. 


The torque arm is bolted to the 
brake mounting bracket on the inside of 
the frame, eliminating the need to weld 
any special, bracket to the frame. 
Another advantage of using this bracket 
is that a perfect parallelagram is formed 
with the torque arm and the swing arm. 
This is a very important factor with a 
floating. brake; the torque arm must be 
parallel with the swing arm so that the 
backing plate stays in the same relative 
position to the axle. 

The brake lever arm is turned upside 
down because the brake rod must attach 
at about the same height as the swing 
arm. This prevents the brake pedal from 
floating as the swing arm goes up and 
down. In addition to turning the brake 
lever arm on the backing plate upside 
down, it must be bent slightly outward 
for clearance. The final step is to attach 
the brake rod and take it for a test run. 
My only suggestion would be the 


addition of a cable actuator instead of 
the standard steel rod. Floating brakes 
work better with a cable; you get more 
braking feel that way. Suzuki makes a 
cable that fits right up. The brake works 
so much better you won't believe it. If 
you can go into a corner and keep from 


braking 2/10 of a second or so longer 
than your competition, everything else 
being equal, you've gained that much 
more time coming out of the corner. 
With ten to fifteen turns on a typical 
motocross course, guess who's got the 
best chance of winning?

One town's approach to cycle laws 


When the city council of La Habra, 
Calif. decided not to pass a version of 
the mickey-mouse “written permission” 
anti-motorcycle ordinance last week, it 
marked the beginning of what may turn 
into the first sensible approach to local 
land use problems in the West. 

Although troubled by complaints of 
noisy motorcycles and minibikes, the La 
Habra council decided to give the 
motorcycle enthusiasts a chance. It 
would call for rapid organization and 
self-policing on our part, but could 
prevent panicky, senseless legislation 
that would make lawbreakers out of 
thousands of kids in La Habra.

or other exhaust noisemakers. The 
major areas where complaints come 
from have been pinpointed and plans 
are under way to erect signs at these 
riding locations instructing the riders in 
courtesy and “ground rules” designed to 
lessen the complaints. One area is near 
the Presbyterian Church at Whittier 
Blvd. and Idaho Street. Riders will be 
asked not to use the area while church 
services are being conducted.

If complaints can be reduced by 
these simple means, the La Habra plan 
will be documented and disseminated 
by the Motorcycle Industry Council as a 
guide to other communities.
